When the county board of supor- 
Tlsors convenofl Soptombor 10, two 
things of Importance In addition to 
tho regular routlno of buslnoBS will 
como boforo the board for aottlement. 
One Ib the problem of Bocurlng 
right of way for state bond Issue 
roads, which herelotoro has develop- 
ed upon tho townships, Lake county 
being one of the five counties In the 
Btate whore the securing of right of 
way Is loft to tho township Instead 
of to the county. The plan as prac- 
ticed In Lako county has been a hard- 
ship on many of the townships, es- 
pecially In Antloch where hlgh-prlcod 
land In subdivisions bos made the 
purchase price prohibitive, It being 
nearly Impossible for a township to 
bond sufficiently to raise funds. ■ In 
consequence completion of the state 
bond Issue routes has been delayed, 
according to Supervisor William Ros- 
ing. By having the county at large 
assume tho responsibility of securing 
the necessary right of way, the 
financial burden will be equalized and 
constructed can then proceed much 
more rapidly than under tho present 
plan. 

Drowning Victims a Problem 
With numerous drownings occur- 
ring throughout the county, especial- 
ly In the lake^ region, tho need for 
regular method^ of procedure by coun- 
ty authorities has become more ap- 
parent this year than ever before. In 
the past, It seems that the recovery 
of bodies of drowned victims and 
the disposal of bodies has been any- 
body's business. Apparently such 
cases belonged to the county coron- 
er, however. In the past tho aherlfl's 
otflce. local officers and fire depart- 
ment members have all co-operated 
In recovering bodies. A set method 
of procedure will oUmlnttto delay and 
relievo unauthorized parties and 
morticians of responsibilities .they 
should not be permitted to assume. 

Solution of the problem will be one 
of 'the tasks of the supervisors when 
they meet In September.

CANADIAN LIQUOR REGULATION 
By PHILIP T. BOHI 

Tho Chicago Herald and Examiner 
of last Saturday quotes Mrs. Ruth 
Hnnna McCormick as saying, "at tho 
election of November 4th, IlUnola 
voters will bo asked to vote "yes or 
no" on three questions of public 
policy Involving prohibition. One ot 
tho questions Involves tho repeal of 
the eighteenth nmondmont; another 
provides for an expression ot desire 
as to whether or not tho Volstead 
act Bholl bo modlflod, and tho third 
relates to a state law which will con- 
troll tho liquor rogulallona." 

The wots of Canada— like those of 
tho United States— arc asking for 
"regulation" In tho Intorost of "tom- 
porance." They tell us thai Prohibi- 
tion has been tried and failed, (but 
has It?) and that wo should try some 
other method ot "regnlntlng** tho 
liquor business. Thoy point toward 
the method of regulation adopted In 
Canada as an example which we 
should follow. It iB the wot game to 
conceal tho fact that Canadian "regu- 
lation" as a temperance measure. Is a 
tragic failure. 

Tho AsBocIato Editor of tho Toron- 
to Globe, which Is probaly Canada's 
greatest newspaper, has recently 
written an article for publication In 
which ho presents facts and statistics 
which plainly roveal the failure of 
Canadian regulation as a temperance 
measure. For Instance, In 1917 when 
Canada had complete prohibition tho 
bootleg salea of liquor amounted to 
§25,000,000, while In 1929 under Gov- 
ommont Ifquor sale there was over 
$55,000,000 worth of liquor sold. In 
other words, tho Canadian Govorn- 
ment modified tho prohibition laws 
which thoy had to reduce tho con- 
sumption of liquor, but Instead tho 
amount was greatly Increased. The 
Ontario figures for convictions for of- 
fences against the liquor laws, such 
ns bootlegging, also speak for them- 
selves. In 1917, under complete pro- 
hibition there were 2,927 convictions. 
In 1920, under partial prohibition 
there were 4.385 convictions. In 
1923, under Government Liquor Sale 
there were 7.812. According to these 
figures It does not look as though the 
I repeal of stringent liquor laws makes 
any less violations ot the laws. On 
the contrary they have been greatly 
Increased, and the same thing would 
doubtless happen It tho prohibition 
were repealed In the United 
Stales, 

Mr. Phllpott. this editor of the 
Toronto Globe, goes on to say that ac- 
cidents of all kinds have greatly in- 
creased since liquor sale was legal- 
ized. Automobile accidents have In- 
creased at an alarming rate. Tho In- 
surance companies of Ontario have 
Increased automobile accident rates 



under partial prohibition— there wore 
150 convictions for drunken driving. 
Again It looks as though aovorninont 
liquor regulation has not solved tho 
problem. 

Of cotirso prohibition has not boon 
BUCcoBSful In doing away with tho 
bootloggor entirely. Neither has tho 
duty and custom laws dono away 
with smugglers. Do the cxlstonco ot 
smugglers and the practice of amug- 
gllng constitute a reason for repeal- 
ing custom laws? For tho same rea- 
son do the existence ot bootleggers 
and the present selling of liquor con- 
atltuto a reason for roiwallng tho 
Prohibition laws? 

"What business has the church In 
meddling with such affairs as Pro- 
hibition," some people are asking. If 
It Ib the busInesB of the church to 
extend a helping hand to the one who 
Is Mown and out* Is It not the business 
of the church to help change the con- 
ditions which create fluch character? 
IC tho church Is interested In a high- 
er plain ot living how can It sit Idly 
by and do nothing against tho forces 
which prevent tho attainment of a 
higher plain of living?

in the Home 



I wonder how many of us really 
use our Iceboxes as they dcaervc to 
be ua(Ml? Aren't we all templed to 
place things according to the .sl^ic of 
the contalnor, and where they fit 
most easily, rather -than to thoir 
relative position to the other foods 
and to the Ice? 

Ot courHC, we all know that the first 
requisite of prop-ir caring ot food is 
to have the refrigerator clean, and 
food both clean and fresh. Cold, 
only, will maintain this fronhness, 
and prevent the growth of bacteria 
without changing the comiwsitlon of 
the food itself. 

Generally, the more easily the food 
Is assimilated the more easily It 
spoils, and Iheretoro the colder It 
should ho kept Milk, aoup stock and 
butter should be put into the coldest 
part of the refrlgoralor— that Is, just 
below tlio Ice chamber, not in the ice 
chamber, please! Of course, all such 
foods as these should lie In tightly 
covered vessels. The soup or gravy 
should be put while hot into a scald- 
ed jar with a tight cover. When It la 
cool, put It Into the refrigerator, but 
do not open the jar until the con- 
tents are to be used: 

Be very careful of molat cooked 
foods, such as cereals, custards and 
cream sauces. They, too, spoil eas- 
ily and, should never be held unless 
In a good refrigerator. Some vege- 
tables, such as asparagus, which go 
30 well into made-over dlslies, will 
quickly sour unless well refrigerated. 
By and large, moist cooked foods 
want preferential treatment in your 
refrigerator. Give them a front acat, 
aa It wore, where the cold air which 
has Just passed over the surface of 
the Lee and so has been cooled and 
dried and (;leaned can very soon 
reach them-that Is, the bottom of 
the refrigerator, next door to the 
milk and butter.

It wasn't until tho "unusual" dry 
spell came along that tho general 
public woko up Co tho tact that 
sources of healthful drinking water 
are sorely limited in this country, and 
while rain has helped tho crop situa- 
tion somowhttt It hasn't materially 
improved tho water supply problem. 
Typhoid, Dysentery ond cholera aro 
not too far removed from the situa- 
tion yet to permit a logthorglc public 
attitude toward tho possibilities of a 
great dlsoaao epidemic. 

Just why our natural drinking wa- 
ter supplies should bo so limited Is 
probably n mystery to tho man In the 
street, but to sanitation engineers tho 
problem Is a very elementary one 
and one about which they have rais- 
ed more or less futile clamor for 
many years. The fact ot tho matter 
la that tho public has Indulged Itsolf 
to the hilt In tho act of committing 
slow sulcldo by i>ollutlng Its natural 
water supplies without regard for 
possible consetiueuces. 

Judging from Various englnooring 
eatimatea, there would have been no 
Bhoriage of potable water during the 
drought If the public had taken care 
to keep Its existing supplies free from 
contamination. Public tendency to 
turn streams into open sewers, result- 
ing In a frantic hunt for more water 
when tho existing feeble supplies 
wore evaporated In the heat. Ib a 
grim truth which tho drought has 
sen-ed to bring to general attention. 
According to health nuthoritlea. re- 
clamation of existing natural water 
resources Is one ot the greatest 
health problems confronting the 
country today. The solution, engi- 
neers believe, lies in the construc- 
tion ot sewage disposal plants which 
will turn today's polluted streams 
Into sanitary water supplies, thus pre- 
venting a recurrence of the near dis- 
ease blight which Is even now In 
danger ot spreading. 
;. While the danger U still fresh In 
'the public mind, plans should be 
mad'e for tho construction ot sewage 
disposal works, which will function In 
aplto of drought and other foibles of 
tho weatherman, as a safeguard for 
future times sanitation experts de- 
clare. The public Is the only agency 
which can dispose of tho public 
wastes, and InditEcrence to the prob- 
lem at this time will probably be re- 
corded In future death tolls.

Drivers, Survey Shows 

Poluting out that the mooted ques- 
tion as lo whether women or men are 
the best drivers will probably never 
bo settled to tho Bntlafactlon of all 
concerned, the Chicago Motor Club 
HubmltB, for what they may be worth, 
some recejit surveys which aeem to 
favor the women.

In the wet ground lU tlio 
linttom of some near-by creek oc 
pond. Using a gonerainr of electric 
pparks long and powerful enough to 
be considered veritable nrtllielal 
lightning. SchafTers found that the 
distance from which n spark would 
strike and the path which the spark 
took was nITected but little by thu 
wetness or dryness of the soli under- 
neath an earthed lightning rod or 
slnillnr conductor.

Custom That Governed 

Early Iceland Unions 

Marriage among the early Norse 
settlers of Iceland was. then as now, 
n matter which concerned tho kin- 
dred, and It is emphasized In nearly 
all northern nnd Icelandic history 
that there must be substunHnl equal- 
ity In prestige and In material clr- 
cumslances between the man and tho 
wonmn about to contract n marriage. 
When members of dllTcrcnt families 
Internmrrlod, rights and obligations 
on both sides arose, because there- 
after controversies were regarded as 
of common interest to all members. 
Conduct might result In a line, which, 
th turn, would become an obligation 
of remote relatives. Hence, relatives 
of a young man, deemed qunlllled to 
enter the nuirrled state, acted as am- 
bassadors In his behalf to the rela- 
tives of tho woumn; but they dW not 
save on rare occaalontf, go to the 
lady herself. It was among tho con- 
ditions of the right of luhorltanco In 
children— really of legitimacy—that 
their mother had become engaged with 
the consent of her relatives, that ade- 
quate dower had been forthcoming, 
and that a legal wedding had been 

held. , , , 

Sometimes want of rank wns bal- 
anced by superior wealth and tho 
match was deemed satisfactory— such 
was the situation In tho story of Gud- 
nmiul tho Rich, nhout 1187, when tho 
match bctweeu Tcit ond Oddkatln 
was approved. Ho came from a bet- 
ter family, but alio was wealthier. 
Kxcept for tho presence of complete 
candor, which characterized . these 
Scandlimvinn raatcbnmkera, the Sagas 
contain numerous parallels to the 
modern and common caao of the rich 
daughter and the pauper duke.— From 
IMoneers of Freedom, by Svolnbjoni 
Johnson.

ATUIIK played favorites In ap- 
portioning tho great rivers of 
the world. Of the dozen larg- 
est, six are In Asia and ttireo 
In Africa, leaving only three for tho 
two continents of the New world. And 
among the twelve loaders, Europe nnd 
Australia are wholly unrepresented. 

Tho longest single river Is tho Nile, 
measuring some 4,000 miles from head 
to mouth. Tho Nile Is further distin- 
guished In that It has no tributaries 
for the last 1.r»00 miles of Us course 
to the sea. During this stretch Its 
waters are considerably reduccil In 
volume by evaporation nnd Irrigation, 
so that It grows smaller Instead of 
larger toward Us mouth. 

Other A f ricnn rivers among tho 
length-scoring twelve are the Niger 
and tho Congo, both fed by the troi>- 
Ical rains of hot regions near tlie 
Equator. In a general way they more 
nearly resemble South America's rep- 
resentative, the Amazon, than tho 
great streams of the colder northern 
continents. 

Of Asia's six longest rivers, four are 
In Siberia, tho Ob. Yenisei nnd Lena, 
flowing north Into the Arctic ocean, 
and the Amur emptying Into an arm 
of tho raclllc. The other two arc the 
Yangtze and llwang, or Yellow, river 
of China. 

These twelve river basins represent 
tho greatest variety of cllmato and 
civilization, Tho Amazon and the 
Congo flow through lush equatorial 
jungles inhabited by birds of brilliant 
I plumage, wild animals nnd savage 
I tribes, while tho mouths of the Ye- 
nisei and the Lena are above. tliCr 
northern timber line and their valleys 
support tho sparsest population. The 
.Mississippi nnd the Yangtze flow 
through established. If divergent, civ- 
ilizations, with rich cities along their 
hanks like Jewels on a string. Tho 
Nile is ono of the cradles of world 
history; tho Mackenzie Is stlU a 
frontier stream. 

Five of the dozen rivers flow to the 
north. These are the Nile, Mackenzie. 
Ob, Yenisei, and Lena. The Missis- 
sippi nnd Niger flow south. The 
Amur, Yangtze, Hwang and Amazon 
run eastward. Only the Congo points 
toward the west. 

Difference in Floods. 
AH these streams overllow their 
banks at Intervals but tho results are 
strangely different. In the case of the 
Mississippi and the Yangtze, floods nro 
national disasters bringing untold suf- 
fering to millions. The annual over- 
flow of tho Nile with resulting ferti- 
lization of the valley by the deposit 
nf silt Is the source of the wealth of 
Egypt. Tho Hwang, or Yellow river, 
from Its habit of overflowing Its banks 
ond changing Its entire course at in- 
tervals is known as tho '^scourge of 
China." 

Tho Amazon and the Congo lie al- 
most under tho Equator, and the oili- 
er ten longest rivers are In the north- 
ern hemisphere. Four flow Into tho 
Arctic ocean. A reason Is not far to 
seek. The greatest land nmsses are 
m the northern half of the worid. and 
without largo land areas long rivers 
aro Impossible. Tho smaller conti- 
nents of Australia nnd Europe nro not 
represented In tho dozen. SIndlariy, 
the reason for the longest rivers flow- 
ing to tho north nnd east Is that the 
longest continental slopes extend In 
those directions. 

Tho Yangtze nnd tho SIIssIssIppl nre 
lined with wealthy cities largely be- 
cause of their location In tho temper- 
ate zone. Tho tropic Amazon, Niger, 
nnd Congo are too hot; tho Mnckoazle 
nnd tho Siberian rivers aro too cold 
for tho favorable growth of towns. 
Tho Nile valley beyond Cairo la a 
mere strip of green from 15 to 30 
mllos wide between two burning des- 
crU. The Hwang la too variable In 
Its habits to encourage navigation or 
river ports. 

From tho earilest times these long 
rivers have furnished high roada for 
tho exploration .of continental Interi- 
ors. Nero sent nn expedition to dls- 
cover the headwaters ^of tho Nile, 
which fulled to reach Its objective, 
Russian penetration of Siberia fol- 
lowed the great river beds. The 
Amazon and tho Congo aro still high- 
ways of discovery. Head reaches .of 
tho Ynngtzo nro veiled In Asiatic ob- 
scurity. Tho Niger was tho river of 
romance lu tho great days of Tim- 
buktu. The histories ot tho worid's 
river b^slna havo been tho nistory of 
tho world's empires. A great river Is * 
both a roadway nnd n sourco of life. 
Menace of the Mlealsalppl. 
Although Norlh America can claim 
o&ly two of the world's dozen longest 



rivers, It possesses In the Mississippi- 
Missouri the longest of them all. 
This magnitude of the Sllsslsslppl la 
bocuming more nnd more of a menace 
because each flood seems greater than 
ttio preceding one. Why this should 
bo true has been a problem to some 
laymen; but ono of the chief factors 
Is plain enough: It Is the usually laud- 
able effort of Americans to develop 
and build up their country. 

Aside from the fact that several do- 
cniles ago there were fewer people liv- 
ing and fewer dollars Invested In tho 
regions subject to overflow In tho low- 
er Mississippi valley, the flood stages 
were actually lower In those days. 
They were lower, to consider one im- 
portant fact, for tho very good reason 
that then less water wns fed Into the 
Mississippi's 100,000 tributaries In a 
given space of time. Forests nnd 
woodlands that do not now exist held 
a largo part of tho rainfall and fed It 
slowly Into brooks nnd creeks ond 
rivers. Irregularities In the He of the 
land formed puddles that later evap- 
orated, or sent rills in tortuous paths 
that slowed up the runoff. 

In late years n constantly Increasing 
population has been busy changing 
these conditions. Every tree cut. ev- 
ery roof built, every street paved, ev- 
ery drainage ditch dug, and every cul- 
vert constructed In the vast area 
drained by the Mississippi river sys- 
tem has done Us bit toward pouring 
rainfall . moro quickly Into the great 
river. 

Not only has man helped to put 
more water Into the Mississippi; his 
works have heli)0d to conflne It there. 
When De Snto and his followers first 
T;new the Mississippi It spread out at 
each flood season over a wide area. 
Sometimes In Its lower reaches It was 
20. SO, and even 40 miles wide. 

The fact that the flood waters 
spilled away at numerous places Into 
swamps nnd lowlands kept the flood 
crest down In the lower river. In 
1717 three-foot levees protected New 
Orleans. Now they rise 25 feet or 
more above the city. Even as late as 
1SS2 the highest flood stage at New 
Orleans was 10 feet. In 1022 It was 
above 22 feet. Ono reason, at least. 
for this, is that more efllclent levee 
maintenance for many hundreds of 
miles along the river has herded tho 
flood waters past New Orleans as well 
as other lower river points In tho reg- 
ular channel. 

Levees Protect Vast Areas. 
More Intensive development of the 
lowlands has made this levee system 
necessary. Now some 29,000 square 
miles nre dependent on the levees for 
protection. Breaks still occur, nnd 
when they do they drain off some of 
tho flood waters ond so relieve In some 
measure the strain on the banks far- 
ther down stream. But It Is not the 
Innocuous affair that It was In the 
days of De Soto. Now towns and plan- 
tations, railways and Industrial plants 
lie In the lowlands, and any "relief" 
that a levee break may occasion to 
down-river points Is at a cost of many 
Uvea and much valuable property. 

On the whole a considerable quan- 
tity of water Ilnds Its way from the 
lower Mississippi through levee breaks 
and bayous. The mo.st Important nat- 
ural safety valve Is tho Atclmfalaya 
river or bayou which flows away from 
tho Mississippi at the mouth, of the 
Ilcd river, and finds Its way directly 
to tho Gulf of Mexico some 50 miles 
west of New Orleans. In flood times 
this out-flowing stream takes from tho 
swollen Mississippi as much as a."0,000 
cubic feet of water each second— nn 
amount equal to more than half the 
average- flow of the Mississippi. It la 
because of such losses as this, coupled 
with the much greater depth of tho 
channel In tho lower river, that tho 
flood stage can be between 50 and 00 
feet at Memphis and Vlcksburg. and 
only a llttlo more than 20 dt New Or- 
leans. 

Tho Mississippi river system Is truly 
a continental feature, draining a mil- 
lion nnd a quarter of the three million 
odd square miles of tho United States. 
Thirty of the 48 states send a greator 
or loss contribution of water to thl8 
great stream. 

Tho main Mississippi river Is more 
than 2,500 miles long, while tho Mis- 
sissippi-Missouri is 4.20O miles In 
length — tho longest river system In 
tho worid. Tho great scale on widcli 
tho Mississippi Is built becomes evi- 
dent when one considers tho time re- 
quired for floods to pass down Us 
course. About ^ thirty _ days are re- 
quired for the surging flood crest to 
pass from the mouth of tho Ohio to 
New Orleans, and from ten days to 
two weeks from Qreenvlllo, Miss., to 
J^fiW Orleans. 



What Became of Hcndrik 

Hudson? 

OF NO ono who has figured promi- 
nently In the early history of 
America Is so little known as of llen- 
drik Hudson, whose name Is perpetuat- 
ed In that of the groat river of New 
York stale, Hudaon'a hay and nu- 
merous other sections of tho norih- 
oast. Where was ho horn? No ono 
knows. When or where or how did 
he die? All these are myslerles on 
which no existing records appetir to 
throw tho slightest light, while the 
Hnal disposition of his body Is also 
one of the riddles of the Golden Ago 
of Discovery, 

Historians first present Ibe great ex- 
plorer as standing on the quarter- 
deck of a snmll ship which he thought 
he was guiding toward the Norlh pole 
and tho final curtain Is drawn over his 
career at the moment that he took to 
n small boat In Hudson's bay with 
eight of his sailors, all of wliom were 
completely lost to the worid from that 
time on. 

Hudson flashed before the public 
suddenly, remained a prominent figure 
for only four years, and then disap- 
peared us If the sea had swallowed him 
i]I>_\vhlch It quite possibly did. No 
one knows his age at the time he 
made his discoveries, save for the 
rather vague statement thnt he was 
horn somewhere In England during the 
Slxteentli century, while his father 
and grandfather are supposed to hnve 
been I^ndon merchants Interested In 
the Muscovy company. 

It was on April 10, 1C07, that Hud- 
son, accompnnied by his elxteen-year- 
old son, John, and ten sailors, left Eng- 
land on the Muscovy company's little 
GO-ton ship, the Hopewell. Ills object 
was to discover tho North pole and to 
sail across It to China and India, be- 
lieving tliat he could reach the Orient 
through a scd passage somewhere in 
the frozen North. Frustrated by a 
solid wall of ice, Hudson returned 
from his first voyage a disappointed 
nmn and later made a second attempt 
with the same rosulL 

On April 4, ICOO, the explorer sailed 
from Amsterdam on the Ualf-.Moon 
and entered Delaware bay. Finding 
this was not the transcontinental pas- 
sage he was seeking, he sailed north- 
ward along the coast nnd. on Septem- 
ber 2, 1000, reached lower New York 
bay, landing at what Is now Coney Is- 
land. From there ho proceeded to 
Manhattan Island and sailed up the 
river which bears his name, still hop- 
ing thnt this might he the long-sought- 
for strait which would lead him to the 
Far East. The Uaif-Moon went as far 
ns the river was navigable and then, 
heartsick with disappointment, Hud- 
son again returned to Holland. 

But the discoverer was not yet sat- 
isfied and. In IGIO, he set sail once 
more fnr the new world, steering his 
course further norlh until he came Into 
the wide waters of what is now known 
as Hudson's bay. At first he mistook 
this bay for the Polar sea but, learn- 
ing his mistake, he continued to push 
onward m his search for the North- 
west passage. Finally his crew 
mutinied and, because tiie food supply 
commenced to nm low, they decided to 
retuni home. So, on June 25, 1011, 
Hudson, his eon and seven of the 
weakest of the sailors were set adrift 
in nn open boat This wns the last 
that was ever heard of the explorer or 
any of his party. An expedition was 
sent out from England some time aft- 
erward to search for them, but no 
trace of the boat or Its occupants 
could' bo found, nor has anyone ever 
been able to learn the fate of tho nine 
sailors. Possibly they perished In the 
waters of the bay which hears Hud- 
son's name, possibly they reached land 
safely and were attacked by hostile 
Indians or It may have been thnt they 
starved to death — either In their bout 
or on land. 

For many years rumors about the 
fate of the little band were plentiful 
and the quaintest of these reports has 
been told in legend form by Washing- 
ton Irving, while other unverified 
stories tell of a settlement of white 
men In the norlh country and of Its 
gradual merging with native tribes. 
Not long ago It was reported that a 
document hod been discovered among 
the archives of the Hudson's Bay com- 
pany which contained a confession of 
ono of tho mutineers and tho state- 
ment thnt Hudson hnd been murdered 
nnd not cast adrift, but this wns later 
denied by tho ofllclula of tho company. 
Though it Is generally supposed that 
Hudson and his followers either' died 
of Btar>*ation or were killed by the In- 
dians, there Is absolutely no indication 
of what befell the castaways after the 
"Discovery" left them to their fate in 
nn open boat In Hudson's bay.
